nother step forward in the interests of the wel- 

fare of boys was made recentiy at Shawbridge, 
Quebec, when a modern gymnasium, complete in 
every detail was formally opened by E. W. Beatty, 
Chairman and President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company. The gymnasium which has be- 
come the property of the Shawbridge Boys’ Farm 
end Training School, is the joint gift of Mr. Beatty 
and J. W. McConnell of Montreal. 

The Gymnasium was erected during the past year 
and was done so at a considerable expenditure on 
the part of the two interested parties. Mr. Beatty’s 
connection with the Boys’ Farm at Shawbridge has 
long been established and were it not that he was 
the guiding genius of the greatest transportation 
system in the world, he would be a national figure 
for his interest in the welfare of boys. 

The Gymnasium is known as the “E. W. Beatty 
Gymnasium,” a name that was given to it at the 
wequest of the boys of the farm. The structure is 
of solid stone, quarried about seven miles from 
the Farm, which lies m the first range of the 
famous Laurentian Mountains. No detail has been 
forgotten in its construction, The main floor is 
taken up with the gym p r where many an 
exciting game of basketball will take place. Below 
is a fine swimming pool with showers close by.
